It is from him, for long 
centuries, that the spirit 
of her literature has 
been derived, He is 
the father of thought 
and sentiment among 
modern Italians. Grand 
in his conceptions, mar- 
vellous in his power of 
intellect, pure and un- 
selfish in purpose, of an 
indomitable will, but 
withal of a spirit gentie 
as & woman's, he devoted 
himself, his philosophy, 
his spotless life, his 
bitter exile, his divine 
poetry, to the then un- 
grateful task of raising 
his country above the 
contentions of faction, 
and died, seemingly 
without having accom- 
plished much, at the 
premature age of fifty- 
six.

It is more likely to have had its birth in the restleasne 
societies, which abound in leaders who draw their vital breath 
scenes of agitation. These corporations have grown prodigiously 
of late years. In every skilled trade in England this process of 
amalgamation is proceeding with the utmost rapidity. No matter 
which side is right or wrong, no matter whether the men gain their 
point or are beaten with heavy loss, the strike or lock-out only serves 
to stimulate the process. I will give two instances to prove that this 
is not a rash assumption, Since what was considered the defeat of 
the men by the lock-out in the building trade, associated with which 
the names of Messrs. Kelk and Lucas will be remembered,

The tendency of trade societies to fatten upon adversity is truly 
inconvenient. Though capital gets the nominal or the temporary 
victory, they get the real and ultimate victory, and are in a position to 
jeopardise, by inconsiderate and selfish action, the trade of the 
country. It is true that the force with which they threaten the ranks 
of capital can be met with equal, perhaps superior, force, but the 
uniform result is that a number of bees are transformed into drones, 
and consume in idleness the stored results of industry. 

Seeing masters and their workmen reduced to this strait, and 
industry frequently suspended over the whole country, Lond St. 
Leonards, with statesman-like ability, endeavours to ote a remedy 
to mect the case. His Lordship desires to see established equitable 
Councils of Conciliation to adjust differences between masters and 
operatives, and has framed a bill embodying this design. Such 
councils are to consist of not less than two masters and two workmen, 
nor more than ten masters and ten workmen, and a chairman, who is 
to be of no trade, Each council is to be appointed annually. Persons

While men are under the impression that they can never be wrong in 
ccercing their masters to increase their pay and to reduce the hours of 
labour without any reference to the state of trade, they are certainly 
not in a state to bow to the award of even-handed justice. It is to be 
hoped, however, that a fair trial may be given to his Lordship’s pro- 
poriticn.

and twenty tons. There are always plenty of vessels for sale and hire : 
the price of a new one being £26 per ton, for an almost new one £16, 
for an older one £10 to £12, Theabove prices include coppering, and 
every article from a match-box toa mainsail, In hiring, a guinea aday 
for a small craft, or 80s. a month per ton, which includes the wages and 
provisions of the captain and men, will be about the price ; much, how- 
ever, depends vpon the character of the yacht and the time for which it 
is required. Great care, both m purchasing and hiring, must be taken ; 
and it is highly desirable that the vessel should be thoroughly over- 
hauled by a practical and disinterested builder, Too many yachts, 
built after the “ lath-and-plaster” fashion, whose defects have been 
hidden by a coat or two of paint and varnish, have brought their 
owners .to grief: and, however cheap they may have sounded in 
the cneet, have proved most expensive in the long run, A man 
may as well buy a tumble-down house, whose foundations are 
gradually giving way, as a defective vessel; we speak not only of 
the Lull, but of the masts, spars, sails, and ropes; and, if all are 
not strong and in good order at starting, endless danger, vexation, 
anxiety, and large drains of money must inevitably be the result.

To prevent the above evils, we most strenuously advise everyone | 


who wishes to hire or buy a vessel, from the open wherry to the top- 
sail schooner, to ney himeelf in the hands of the secretaries of the 
respective yacht clubs, or in those of the best builders, and they will 
never repent following the advice we offer. With regard to men, the 
wages vary from a guinea to five-and-twenty shillings a week, and 
the skipper of any tolerable sized craft receives a hundred guineas a 
year, with one or two suits of clothes. according to the time he is 
employed. Under fifty tons, thirty shillings to two pounds would 
pay the captain. The usual complement is one man to every ten 
tons, and that in a large vessel includes captain and steward. 

To thore who feel as the poet Quarles did two hundred and thirty-five 
years ago, and who thus describes his sentiments, 

I love the sea, she is my fellow-creature, 
My careful purveyor—she provides me store, 

we recommend a sea-fishing excursion during the summer months— 
say, in a wherry of fifteen tons—open, with the exception of a

Mackerel are to be found in large shoals 
both on the coast of England and of France, and are taken 


either with lines or nets, In angling for them the best bait is a piece 
of a herring; and, after one is canght, its own flesh will entice the 
rest. When they are angled for it must be ont of a boat or a smack, 
and there must be what fishermen call a mackerel breeze to take the 
veerel four or five knots through the water. The first process is to 
ship a boom, clear of the wash, and fasten the lines to its ends; they 
ehculd be about fifteen fathoms in length, with a lead to sink them, 
allowing seven fathoms to be under water. Two other lines must then 
be placed on the boat's quarter, about nine fathoms longif the weather 
is calm, and eleven should it blow fresh. A guy must be fastened to 
the line at the water's edge, to pull itin by. The snood ought to be 
three fathoms long, the weight of the lead from two to four pounds 
in light winds, oxd seven if there be a breeze,

NAPOLEON TO ALGERIA. 

THREE of the sketches we have received from our Special Artist com- 
: _—— of the Emperor Napoleon through 

the French province of Algeria are engraved for this Number of our 
Journal. first of these is a View of the Arab Encampment at a 
place called Lower Mustapha, just outside the city of Algiers, where 
the representatives of many of the native tribes have assembled, coming 
from theinteriorof thecountry, to pay theircomplimentsto the Emperor,

observe, are of various shapes and sizes; but those of the most 
important chiefs are distinguished by the copper crescents ranged 
along the top of the tent. These tents are pitched in no regular order, 
but wherever the master of each tent pleases, in any part of the ground.

| their national dish of cowscoussou, a kind of savoury stew, over their 


own fire, which is often sheltered from the wind by a heap of

negroes and mulattoes in the streets of Algiers, performed in honour 
of the Emperor's visit to that city, and, perhaps, also with a view to

Each group of dancers consists of six, eight, ten, or a dozen

whilst others beat lustily with a curved stick upon the ass’s-skin 
parchment of a small drum. They all sing, in a monotonous, nasal 
tone, a very unmusical and disagreeable ditty, and at the same 
time perform the wildest and most frantic gestioulations, often 
whirling round upon one Jeg, or bending forwards and backwards 
almost to the ground, as the excitement of the dance leads them 
to increase their violent exertions.

STATUE OF DANTE 
AT FLORENCE, 

WE have, in another page of this 
Journal, commented on the political 
and literary interest of the Dante 
Festival at Florence on Sunday 
week, and we reserve for our next 
ublication a View, from a sketch 
by our Special Artist, of the im- 
posing scene presented by the 
unveiling of the colossal statue of 
the great Italian poet, in front of 
the Church of Santa Croce, under 
the auspices of the King of a free 
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those men whose genius in science, 
literature, or the arts, has won 
renown for the Italian name. Such 
a record is attached to an obscure 
and mean-looking habitation in the 
narrow Via di 8S. Martino, which 
leads from the Piazzetta of that 
name in Florence. Here we find 
written upon the tablet beneath 
the arch of the small doorway :-— 
“In questa casa degli Alighieri 
nacque il divino poeta.” The 
street is so narrow, and the neigh- 
bouring tower and houses are so 
lofty that but littieof the sky is seen 
through the opening ; and it is only 
in summer that the sun can send its 
beams to enliven the dull grey of 
the building. If we may credit the 
tradition that in this house, which 
belonged to the Alighieri family, 
Dante was born six centuries » 
it can scarcely be said, to ose ths 
common p! that he first saw 
the light in this house. As it is 
natural, however, to look with 
interest upon the very stones that 
prate of the whereabouts of any 
man of genius, we give an En- 
graving of the ancient building, 
from a sketch by Mr, Colebrooke 
Stockdale. It is only certain that 
Dante was born at Florence, on the 
12th of May, 1265, 


THE NEW ENGLISH 
CHURCH AT WIESBADEN. 
WE mentioned a few weeks ago 
the fact of the opening at Wies- 
baden of an English church, dedi- 
cated to St. Augustine of Canter- 
bury. This building, of which 
we are now enabled to give an 
Illustration, stands in the best 
situation in that pretty German 
watering-place, in the new public 
garden. It is calculated to seat 
300 persons. The dimensions of 
the nave are 60ft. in length by 
nearly 32ft. in width. The 
chancel is 20 ft. in depth. and 
the height to the point of the roof 
is 50 ft. The want of such a 
church had been long felt by the 
English residents and _ visitors, 
and its completion must prove a 
great convenience to a congrega- 
tion varying throughout the year 
from 150 to 300 worshippers. The 
cost of the building, including the 
stained-glass windows and all 
fittings, has amounted to £2500, 
of which sum at least £200 re- 
mains yet to be collected. An 
organ and a spire are much needed, 
It is hoped that sufficient funds 
may be raised this summer to pro- 
vide at least for the paying off the 
debt at present incurred. We

STREET, LONDON DOCKS. 


Iw the year 1830 a home for sailors 
was established in Well-street, 
and in 1835 it was first opened. 
From that time to the present it 
has attracted to it so many of the 
sailors of the mercantile navy that 
it has been found necessary to add 
to it a dormitory, the first stone of 
which was laid by Lord Palmerston 
in August, 1863. The addition 
will accommodate 174 men, special 
provision being made for officers 
of the mercantile marine, so that 
the building will now accommodate 
502 persons. The new dormitory

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“GIRL AND BUTTERFLY.” 

Tue drawing engraved on the first page was one of the most charming 
contributions to the Exhibition at the Dudley Gallery, Piccadilly ; an 
Exhibition which, after a success complete in every way, and far beyond 
all expectations, closed on Saturday last. The great advantage of the 
new Exhibition was the opportunity it afforded (better than could be 
found elsewhere) for bringing before the public the water-colour 
drawings of artists who are not—and who, many of them, do not chose 
to comply with conditions which woul i make them eligible to be— 
members of the old-established water-colour societies—artists who, 
like nearly every painter nowadays, occasionally practise in water 
colours, but who have won a reputation as painters of oil pictures which 
they are not likely to wish to exchange or to cease to retain. Amon 
the latter is Mr. George Thomas, the painter of the “Girl an 
Butterfly,” an artist very widely and favourably known for his oil 
pictures, especially of public and state ceremonials ; the painter of 
a capital picture of “ Rotten-row,” which we engraved some years 
ago, and of the very creditable picture of the marriage of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, lately exhibited at the German Gallery ; and the 
brother, we may add, of Mr. W. L. Thomas, one of the last-elected 
members of the Institute of Painters in Water Colours. We repeat 
that nothing of the kind could be more charming than the drawing 
now engraved. The delighted eagerness of the little girl's action and 
expression is pete, which, with her childlike beauty and the ease 
and grace of the execution throughout, contributes to make this unpre- 
tending drawing one of the gems of the Exhibition. The subject is 
one that is better commended to notice by our Engraving than it 
could be by the pen. Simpleas the subject is, and without pretendin 
that the artist had any intention “to point a moral or adorn a tale, 
or any idea beyond rendering a common rustic incident merely on 
account of its being a pretty and paintable one, it may yet prove 
variously suggestive according to diversity or mood of mind. any 
countryfolk, or persons who, like the writer of this, enjoy the dear delight 
of a suburban garden, and who just now find their rose and fruit trees 
half eaten up with the larve (in the shape of caterpillars) of butter- 
flies and moths, may have very prosaic reasons for enjoying 
the representation of this keen young entomologist’s amuse- 
ment. But our less prosaic readers will think of the butter- 
fiy as a harmless, beautiful, garden sprite, an aerial flower, 
the favourite emblem, ever since the days of the old Greeks, 
of the soul in its volatile habits, and in its metamorphosis from the 
chrysalis state ; while the moralist will extract a thousand reflections 
from its aimless wanderings from flower to flower, its frail and 
short-lived beauty ; and, contemplating the future life cf the pretty 
child now pursuing it with such gay thoughtlessness, will perhaps 
derive a sound moral lesson from this picture of the “Gul and 
Butterfly.” 





FINE ARTS. 

EXHIBITION OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 
THE PORTRAITS. 
THE portraits in this year’s exhibition have apparently been rather 
more carefully weeded than usual. At all events, such performances 
as on former occasions every visitor has felt to be a reproach to our 
school are less numerous and obtrusive. Still, however, the com- 
paratively low condition of this branch of art is very unpleasantly 
obvious. Various reasons have been given for this degradation, but 
it appears to us to be attributable principally to one cause. That 
cause is the little cultivation of the old “ historic style,” as practised 
by Rubens, Vandyke, Titian, Velasquez, Reynolds—all the great 
artists who ever painted portraits. That style does not necessarily 
confine itself to subjects from history, but it involves painting a 
human figure or figures on the scale of life, and introducing it 
or them in such a way as to form a pictwre—that is to say, a repre- 
sentation objectively true to nature, so far as that lower kind of truth 
does not clash with the higher subjective laws of vision and memory, 
upon which are founded the great principles of art. To succeed in 
this style requires the most thorough and complete artistic education, 
and knowledge derived not merely from haphazard copying of nature, 
but also from study of those “principles” which we have just men- 
tioned—principles which are derived from the experience of many 
ages, and only fully exemplified in the works of the great masters. 
It was this latter kind of study which made Reynolds to differ from 
his master, Hudson; and so it will ever be. Likeness-painting is the 
best possible training for the historic style; but it is only proficients 
in that style who have left the inimitable portraits which now excite 
our utmost wonder and admiration. A good portrait is literally a 
piece of history—it is the history (as far as painting may be) of an 
individual. 

But how can we expect the higher kind of portrait-painting to 
flourish among us when the style upon which it must be founded is 
‘amg ee ignored in our Royal Academy, misunderstood and decried 

yy literary critics, and when only a very limited demand for works in 

that style can exist among us under present social and political con- 
ditions? In the Royal Academy the studies from the “antique” and 
“the life” are all reduced to a scale of about two feet. We have 
hardly any public employment for painters cultivating the higher 
branches of their art; no churches, and only one public building, to 
decorate ; but we have a brisk market for pictures suited to the taste, 
or want of taste, of private purchasers, and to the size of their 
dwellings. Hence ours is a school of cabinet-painters ; hence there is 
no general cultivation of those higher and severer forms of art which 
embrace all noble portraiture. 

But, besides the artistic deficiencies of the portraits generally in 
Trafalgar-square, there is (if, indeed, the one can be separated from 
the other) a prevalent tendency to violate good taste, as regards out- 
ward seeming and well-bred retenue and convenance, that is perfectly 
inexplicable either as regards artist or sitter. What is the first requisite 
for a portrait, if not the pure, unconscious, simple grace of refined 
nature in women, and \ oy self-respect—it may be dignity and 
thoughtfulness—in men? Yet if we except the woke of Boxall, Grant, 
a head by Watts, and a few portraits, principally of the Scotch school, 
there are few representations of British ladies and gentlemen on these 
walls that are free from some sort of self-consciousness and aff i 
descending, in several instances, to vulgar so-called “ flat’ sg fop jish- 
ness, or meretriciousness. It is time, however, to offer detailed oleae 
in support of these general remarks. 

In the first place, let us speak of the portraits distinguished by the 
rare attribute of good taste. Among these, then, we think, there is 
none more noteworthy than Mr. Borall’s portrait of “ Mrs, Cardwell” 
(62), an elderly lady clad in the simple black and white of widow's 
weeds, and seated, with that perfect unconsciousness of being the 
subject of observation which should primarily distinguish every 
portrait, while, at the same time, the face wears an entirely suitable 
expression of gentle, matronly amiability—an expression which seems 
to more than replace the beauty of youth by that which wins general 


reverence as well as affection. This painter's tender, broken execu- 
tion and colouring have also a special charm, because they are sug- 
gestive of life and movement, ovat to result from sensitiveness 
of perception. The portraits of Mr. 8, Angell (159) and Mr. W. 
Gibbs by the same artist are almost as i as that of Mrs. 
Cardwell; and in all three Mr. Boxall evinces his entire adhesion to 
one great principle of art totally ignored by the Pre-Raphaelites of 
ten or a dozen ini i

too obviously intentional, and that uncertainty of handling gives to 
a few of Mr. Boxall’s heads a vagueness that verges on vapid in- 
substantiality.

In previous portraits 
the colouring has been sometimes r and inharmonious, 
and the fiesh-painting generally wanting in that solidity of 
impasto and clearness of tone which, as artists believe, constitute the 
chief and proper virtue of the material of oil. Now, however, that 
these objections are almost wholly removed, the gain in power and 
vitality of effect is enormous, 8 ing for ourselves, no portrait in 
the exhibition leaves so vivid an impression as this of Mr. Bowman, 
by Mr. Watts, and no other male lye + seems to have been caught 
at so happy a moment of unstudied intelligent apprehension. 

The merits of Mr. Knight and Mr. Sant—and they are great—are 
of a much more obvious kind than those of the artists just named. 
Mr. Knight is a master of his craft ; he is a rich colourist, his effect 
always embraces the utmost limit of light and dark ; his handwork is 
astonishingly dextrous, and to him we owe (from his portrait of the 
President a the Academy, exhibited a few years ago, down to his 
General Cabrera of last year) some of the finest portraits of the recent 
English school. But in his works technical skill sometimes us 
attention when we should expect to be interested only with the 
subtlety and refinement of nature, This is apparent in his portraits 
of ladies and children, even when, as in the portrait of a little girl 
called “Spring Flowers” (158), the colouring is sufficiently delicate 
and beautiful. Other of the painter’s works this year are rather less 
complete in relief than usual. The large seated full-length of Mr. 
White, the treasurer of St. Bartholomew's Hospital (105), has great 
breadth and power; but the background is heavy, and some of its 
blackness has got into the shadows of the face. The extremely clever 
but slight handling in portions of two other portraits is a dangerous 
example to young artists. 

We have had occasion to refer to a manifest paintiness, off-hand 
execution, and edginess in some former portraits by Mr. Sant; but 
these faults are, generally speaking, less evident in his present con- 
tributions than we ever remember to have seen them. Relief and 
force have been attained by more careful modelling and at a less 
sacrifice of refinement. It would appear that renewed study of Sir 
Joshua Reynolds has been productive of the best results, Like the 
master after whom Mr. Sant evidently forms his style, he excels in 
the representation of children. His portrait-group of the children 
of Mr. H. M. Ames (122) is truly charming, and, together with 
Nos. 4 and 17, is particularly noteworthy. Nor were we prepared to 
see from Mr. Sant’s hand so grave and Demianntiesene a portrait as 
that of “ The Bishop of London” (49), standing in a side light that 
throws the greater portion of the face into broad shadow and half-tint. 

Among our younger portrait-painters there is none deserves so dis- 
tinguished a place as Mr. H. T. Wells. When we recollect how few 
years since this artist exclusively practised miniature painting, it is 
surprising how fully he bas mastered the medium of oil, in this 
respect affording a contrast to Mr. Thorburn and the late Sir William 
Ross. The weak or sullied “ carnations” of earlier works have disap- 
peared, and his flesh-painting now, making allowance for the lowering 
and toning of time, very nearly hits the exact mean between hardness 
(thongh now inclining a little thereto) and mealiness on the one hand 
and softness and varnished juiciness on the other. His avoidance of 
the coventionalities of portraiture, and his efforts to render a portrait 
or group also a “ picture,” are likewise to be highly commended, and 
were never more successful than in his family group (173) of the 
three daughters of Mr. J. Lowthian Bell. In this yy pee 
it is this in an eminent degree, and probably as such has had accorded 
to it a place on the line in the great room—the artist has inge- 
niously chosen the not improbable incident of preparing a tableau 
vivant as a means of presenting three sisters under circumstances of 
interest, and engaged in a way that shall afford varied employment 
for each and a natural reason for diversity of expression. Two of the 
sisters are arranging the third as a living portrait, to resemble one of 
Sir Joshua's Nelly O’Briens, behind a large carved frame, surrounded 
by Christmas foliage, draperies, &c. The — throughout is 
carried to a high point of realisation, equally as regards drawing, 
chiaroscuro, and colour—too far, perhaps, in some of the accessories, 
but not so far as to detract materially from the interest of the heads. 
Mr. Wells's portrait of Mr. Stansfeld (250) is also praiseworthy ; and 
the artist’s range of power is further shown in the landscape (301) 
already reviewed; a chalk head of Miss Jeffray; and a beautiful 
miniature of the same lady. 

Mr. Richmond's portraits gain little from colour. His method of 
painting is plainly derived from early practice with “the point” (in 
chalk drawing), and consists in great measure of precise and rather 
laboured superficial “hatching,” with a monotonous shadow-colour, 
and is not calculated to secure the most characteristic qualities of oil 
painting. Mr. Richmond's painted portraits are, however, like his 
drawings, excellently drawn and modelled, and the value of these 
essentials is evinced in the powerful and more than usually masculine 

rtrait of the Bishop of Oxford (61) and the vigorous sketch of the 
late “ Maharanee Chund Kowr” (207). In other portraits, and also 
in the drawing of the Dean of Christchurch, there is a besetting ten- 
dency towards a treatment that recalls the “genteel” style of Sir 
Thomas Lawrence. Of Mr. Grant’s gifts or acquirements as an artist 
not a great deal can be said, either in warm praise and still less in 
censure. He is a respectable, not a great, draughtsman ; his colouring 
is negative and thin, but unvulgar; he never taxes his invention for 
a background, content with the dull skies and shadowy trees, the use of 
which to set off the head has been sanctioned by several great masters ; 
but he never introduces obtrusive and misplaced accessories. This one 
thing, however, Mr. Grant knows how to do betterthan nearly all other of 
our fashionable portrait-painters— he knows how to paint an English 
lady as a lady, not as a traviata or a ballet-girl ; and an English gentle- 
man as a gentleman, not as a fop or a fool. We may select, in con- 
firmation of this, the group of Lady Augusta Sturt and Son ” (83), and 
the it of Mr. E. Holroyd (155), in black velvet jacket and 
kni ers, standing, with dog-whip in hand, beside the hunter he 
is about to mount for a turn round his grounds, or perhaps a little quiet 
cub-hunting. But in the portrait of Lord Westbury (147) the artist 
has aimed at more of ex ive action than he usually attempts, and 
the result is a comparative failure: the gesture mted has some- 
thing of jocular cajolery in it, which, like the stigma of a recent 
“scandal,” hardly becomes the dignity of the Chancellor of 
England. Nevertheless, from Mr. Grant to the rest of the 
fashionable portrait-painters is a long descent. These hangers- 
on of fashion form a peculiar and distinct class among artists. 
It may in all fairness be affirmed that, generally, they have 
too little talent to succeed in any other branch of art or to satisfy any 
other class of patrons. For her Fon is more certain than that old 
taste for and knowledge of art has almost died out in the aristocracy.

And a very gentlemanly set of fellows these highly-privi 
painters will be found to be—irreproachably gantés ; quite an acquisition 





in the dull time in the country; and to be conveniently visited in 
town in the round of morning calls, at their studios in Belgravia, St. 
James's, and Mayfair. Our only objections are—and it is the duty of 
the art-reviewer to be outspoken in such cases—that none of them 
_ better than, and some noi so well as, many of their humblest 

thren ; and that all lend themselves to the fashionable propensities 
for suppressing nature by a system of so-called “flattery” that is as 
devoid of real beauty as it is silly and obvious; and for substituting 
man-millinery ; meretricious “make-up,” theatrical affectation ; and 
the general artificiality which thrives in the most fashionable atmo- 
sphere. The examples which might be adduced in partial or entire 
justification of one or other of these remarks from the productions, 
among others, of Messrs. Buckner, Swinton, Weigall, and Desanges— 
artists (at least two or three of them) who have done fairly good work 
and promised better things, but whom contact with titled patrons 
seems to have epoiled—the examples, we say, justifying our observa- 
tions are so conspicuous in this Exhibition that we s content our- 
selves with a _—- protest, convinced that further particularisa- 
poe’ — be wn away equally upon those who do and do not 
need it. 

Tn turning from the kind of portraits we have just alluded to, we 
find the opposite extreme in the works of the Scotch school founded 
by Raeburn, long headed by the late Sir Watson Gordon, ‘and here 
largely represented by Messrs. Macnee, Macbeth, Tweedie (the Hon. 
F. Peel), J. Ballantyne, J. M. Barclay (Sir W. Bruce and Son), and 
C. Smith (a very black and strongly individualised full-length of Mr. A. 
Buchanan). ye have some doubt respecting the correctness of our 
classification of one or two of these artists; but they resemble each 
other in leading characteristics, Mr. Tweedie being the least rigid. 
Generally, the painters of this school keep on that side of the juste- 
milieu in portraiture which does not allow sufficiently for the mobility 
of life, the softening, often dignifying and beautifying influences of ex- 
pression, and the legitimate and embellishmentof art. Everything 
is sacrificed to hard, dry, shrewd Scotch character, and that character 
is represented with a sort of + oe rsistent, Calvinistic scrupu- 
losity, sometimes almost painful to behold, and yet that is incompar- 
ably more agreeable to good taste than the offensiveness of many 
“ prettified” portraits. There could not be a morestrongly pronounced 
example of this school than Mr. Macnee’s portrait of Lord Brougham 
(139). Now, whether the countenance of the Scotch sage may or may 
not seem to invite a little pictorial treatment, we will not commit our- 
selves to any personality in saying, certainly, however, no photograph 
could give a more uncanny, wizard-like version of a head originally 
sufficiently strongly marked and now whitened and deeply worn by 
time and thought. 

Mr. Lowenthal’s half-length of Gibson, the coast (103), and the 
companion half-length of R. Westmacott, the sculptor (113), by Mr. 
Baccani, with Mr. Lutyen’s portrait of “Lady Mary Hope” (184), 
and a portrait by Mr. C. Du Val, are examples of foreign portraiture 
to be commended for their truth, modesty, and freedom from the 
prevailing faults in taste of our own a ee though it 
must be confessed that unnecessary reserve shown in their 
monotonous colouring and comparative flatness. r. Ercole’s full- 
length of the Marchioness of Northampton (174) is placed in a cross 
light, where the face cannot be fairly seen ; but it appears to indicate 
feeling for style, with, however, some hardness and unpleasantness in 
the colour oppositions. Among English artists not yet named who 
deserve to be held in esteem for their workman-like ability, fidelity to 
nature, and comparative freedom from inartistic conventionality, are 
Messrs. L. Dickenson (Sir J. Walsh), Gush (Mrs. Vander Byl), J. E. 
Williams, H. W. Phillips, and Mr. 8. Laurence. Besides a portrait, 
Mr. Phillips exhibits a large incident-picture, painted with vigour 
and truth, which we have not yet described. “The First Day of 
Bairam ” (473) represents an Eastern widower going out with his child 
to lay a palm-branch on the grave of his dead wife on the first day of 
the great Mohammedan feast. Mr. Laurence’s chalk drawings, though 
inclining to be a little hard and blocked out (see the head of Mr, 
Anthony Trollope), are always highly characteristic likenesses ; and, 
as they are often of literary celebrities, they have the one merit of 
greatest value. But in oil the artist is not seen to advantage. A seated 
full-length here is, pictorially considered, hot, dry, and commonplace 
to a degree that is quite distressing. 

In order to render our survey of the field of portraiture more com- 
plete, we would offer a few observations on a portrait group, entitled 
“The Children’s Holiday,” which Mr. ides Hunt ie lately 
added to his other paintings exhibiting in Hanover-street. It contains, 
we are informed, portraits of the wife and children of Mr. Thomas 
Fairbairn, of Manchester. We must at once say that the composition 
is scattered and inartistic, though the painter has chosen a natural 
“motive ” for bringing together his group by representing an a/ fresco 
tea in the parklike grounds of the family Zeskbence on the occasion 
which gives the title. With a sincere respect for Mr. Hunt's earnestness 
of purpose, patient diligence, and great talent, we must yet confess that 
our first impression from this picture was that of being repelled by a 
general obtrusiveness without any scale 6f compensation or “ keeping,” 
without balance or subordination. From the face of the lady, not- 
withstanding the flesh has the kind of superficial hardness artists call 
“ wooden” and the expression something of galvanised life, the eye 
wanders to a grey dress of marble solidity, a tea-urn brilliant as 
polished steel, a baby with cheeks of wonderful firmness, a mahogany 
arm-chair, “ more like,” to use an Irishism, “than the thing iteclt _ 
and thence to passages of the landscape background which press close 
up to the lady’s-head, Let us hasten to say that, taking portion b 
portion, the painting is astonishing for power of effect combined wit 
vividness of colour. But to astonish by mere substantiality of details 
is not a high aim in art. The exploded and almost disused pre- 
Raphaelite principle upon which this picture was executed is similar 
to that of Mr. Madox Brown's “Work” and that of Mr, Woolner in 
sculpture, and involves, we think, a fundamental error. The artist has 
painted each separate object as he saw it with concentrated attention, 
and with the most strenuous determination to realise it with the 
full resources of his art, leaving the whole to harmonise as nature 
harmonises. But here is the mistake : the painter forgets the limited 
character of his means com to those of natural effect ; and the 
fact that the ve only sees distinctly an object at ye and on the 
plane to which the visual focus is adjusted. Had Mr. Hunt really 
wished to preserve the relative scale of nature he would, having made 
his teapot, urn, and sky as bright as possible, have had to darken his 
face and everything else enormously. A painted repre-entation mure- 
over, has but one plane; nor in looking at a given portion can the 
eye dwell on it without a sense of distraction (as in open _—— unless 
assisted by the artist. The sacrifice of some portions, by toning or a 
less defined treatment, is therefore inevitable, and, of course, the least 
important should go first. A painter or scul should recognise 
that art is a system of infinite compromise, otherwise we have the 
result seen in Mr. Hunt's painting: the draperies and with 
the aspect of which we are least familiarand should least notice—look far 
more real than the face, of which we are all critics, and upon which 
our chief attention would fix. In paintings executed on this prin- 
ciple we have, as it were, a mass of forcible but not thoroughly- 
digested evidence ; whereas in a work of art we look for the logical 
statement of the historian or the masterly summing-up of the judge. 
In short, works of this kind do not answer to the definition of a 
“ picture ” we gave at the outset of this article ; they are not true to 
the mental impression, even as prosaic records, w they tend to

THE THEATRES, 





There is necessarily an end to all things that have a begin- 
ning, and the close of the season for the greater has now 
arrived in unmistakable form. On Saturday a termination was put to 
that of Drury Lane (this and the preceding season are the longest 
on record), and concluded with a benefit to Mr. Falconer, whose 
comedy of “ Love’s Ordeal” was presented for the last time on 
Monday. On Friday a new actor yoy: named Mr. J. N. Gotthold, 
a pupil of Mr. Walter Lacy, whose benefit took place on that evening. 
The character which he supported was that of Romeo, and his per- 
formance bore marks of good training and gave evidence of general 
talent. The part of Juliet was admirably sustained by Mrs. Hermann 
Vezin, and that of Mercutio by the bénéficiaire hi Miss Faucit 
appeared on the closing evening in the part of Imogen. On a review 
of the season at this theatre, we have much to congratulate the 
managers upon. They have had confidence in the legitimate and the 
poetic drama, and that has supported them in their efforts and raised 
the character of the national theatre. This result is highly satis- 
factory now that complaints are heard on all sides of the conduct of 
theatres in general, and petitions signed by dramatic authors 
pleading for the necessity of an increase in their numbers, in 
order to right the balance between them and the ny a Messrs. 
Falconer and Chatterton laudably boast that they have kept nearly all 
the promises made last October, and would have kept all, but 
that the success of other productions compelled them to defer the 
revival of “ Antigone” and the performance of a new play by Mr. 
Theodore Martin. The regular company, led by Mr. Phely , has con- 
sisted of meritorious artistes, and included the popular names of 
Walter Lacy, R. Roxby, G. Belmore, Mr. Barrett, Mr. Edmund 
Phelps, and Mr. G. Neville, with those of Miss Lydia Thompson, Miss 
R. Leclercq, Miss Atkinson, Mrs. Hermann Vezin, and Mrs, Vanden- 
hoff. Engagements have also been made and fulfilled on each side 
with Miss Helen Faucit, Mr. James Anderson, Mr. Creswick, Mr. 
Walter Montgomery, Mr. Henri Drayton, Mr. Wilbye Cooper, Miss 
Augusta Thompson, Miss Poole, Miss Rebecca Isaacs, and Mr. 
Bartleman. The dramas enacted have been of the highest class, 
Some of them may be profitably registered, such as the two parts of

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES, 


Professor Frankland, in his eighth lecture on organic 
chemistry, delivered on Thursday, the 18th inst., resumed the considera’ of

It melts at 159° Fahr., and is now manu- 
factured on a large scale for stearic candles and soaps, of which fine specimens 
were exhibited, among them being thick candles made for use in the Warrior 
and other iron-plated ships. Benzoic acid (obtained from gum benzoin) was 
ed as an example of the aromatic acids, which were described as > 
talline, feebly-acid bodies, slightly soluble in water, and capable of su 
by heat. The lecture was concinded with a notice of 
arsenic, which are only of theoretical importance.

Mr, William Huggins, F.R.A.S., gave the Friday evening dis- 
course, on the 19th inst., “On the Physical and Chemical Constitution of the 
Fixed Stars and Nebulae.” He began with a sketch of the progress of our 
knowledge of the py by to Newton's production of the solar spec- 
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means of the magneto-electric spark, produced (for the first time in a lecture- 


room) the spectrum of nitrogen gas. Sir Henry Holland, Bart., the president, 
was in the chair. 


Mr Alexander 8, Herschel gave the first of a course of three 
lectures on meteorology, illustrated by experiments, on Saturday last. He 
began with a description of the nature of our atmozphere, its height, equi- 
librium, &c. Air is shown to be composed of twenty-one parts of oxygen and 
seventy-nine of nitrogen ; and the quantity of the former, on which the purity 
of air depends, was shown by Cavendish’s Eudiometer. Mr. Herschel ex- 
plained Dalton’s law respecting the diffusion of gases and its application to 
our atmosphere ; he then considered and illustrated the properties of the 
aqueous vapour suspended in it, the use of the hygrometers of Daniell and 
Mason in determining the dew point, and the principle of thecryophorus. He 
also idered the ph relating to the radiation from the surface of 
the earth, the daily and annual variation of the temperature of the air, the 
lines of equal temperature, and the formation of clouds and dew; and he 
concluded with a description of the various instruments employed in the 
meteorological observatory at Kew. 


Professor Frankland, in his ninth lecture on organic 
chemistry, given on Tuesday last, the 23rd inst., resumed the consideration of 
the organic acids. He began with oxalic acid, which is a frequent con- 
stituent in the juices of plants (garden rhubarb, wood-sorrel, &c.), and exhi- 
bited its artificial production by heating (1) molasses with nitric acid, 
and (2) sawdust with caustic potash. He showed its property of taking away 
ink-stains and iron-mould in linen, and referred to its great employment by 
calico-printers. Lactic acid, which is formed during the fermentation of a 
large number of organic substances, and which exists in sour milk, sauer 
kraut, and the gastric juice was next dwelt upon, together with its homo- 
logue, leucic acid. Professor Frankland next considered the interesting group 
termed mesoxalic acids, which include the acid found in apples, currants, &c. 
(malic), in grapes, &c. (tartaric), and in amber (succinic). The lecture was 
concluded with an account of some ef the large number of organic compounds 
which contain metals. In most of these the metal is linked to the organic 
part by oxygen (¢.g., in ethylate and acetate of sodium); but in some (the 
organo-metallic bodies) the metal is directly combined with the organic 
radicals. The processes by which these latter bodies are formed were described 
and illustrated ; and the great energy of their affinities was strikingly shown 
by the way in which several specimens manifested their high degree of 
spontaneous inflammability. When permitted to come into contact with the 
Posey era they ignited with violence, and the flame rose nearly to the roof of 
e theatre.

The half-yearly inspection of the Royal Horse Artillery 
Dépot Brigade stationed at Maidstone, under the command of Colonel Turner, 
was concluded last week by § :jor-Gcneral Walpole, Inspector-General. 


Commander Richard Smith Simonds, a Trafalgar officer, died 
at Albert-street, Gloucester-gate. Regent’s Park, on the 18th inst., aged 
seventy-six ; and Major-General William Fraser, of the Royal Artillery, died 
at Bogncr, on the 18th inst., aged seventy-three, 


There were captured by her Majesty's ships of war during 
the years 1860-4 ninety-six slave-vessels. Of these, ninety-one were con- 
demned in the Vice-Admiralty and mixed Commission Courts ; and five were, 
after such trials, released. 


A return relative to the cost of maintaining the Army was 
issued last Saturday to the House of Commons. In the financial year 1863-4 
the expenditure was £14,890,239, and the grants £15,469,237. The total 
deficiencies were £210,381, and the total savings £789,373.

An amateur performance took place at the Bijou Theatre, 
yesterday week, in aid of the funds of the Royal School for Daughters of 
Officers of the Army. The entertainment was under the patronage of the 
Duchess of Cambridge and Princess Mary of Cambridge. The entertainment 
passed off with éclat. 


There were some experiments in gunnery made at Shoe- 
buryness on Thursday week, when the 300-pounder Armstrong muzzle- 
gun was fired against a granite wall representing the strength of the case- 
mates within which our troops are to be covered in the fortifications now 
erecting at Portemouth, Plymouth, &c. Three slots tore up the casemate, 
and a fourth would, it was thought, have burst it altogether. 


A review of the militia regiments raised in the county of 
Middlesex took place in Hyde Park, on Tuesday, before the Prince of Wales 
and the Duke of Cambridge.

The fourteenth annual meeting of the subscribers to the 
Cambridge Asylum for Soldiers’ Widows took place, on Tuesday, at the 
United Service Institution, Whitehalli—Lord Rokeby in the chair. The report 
of the committee, which was read by Major Farrell, the secretary, con- 
gratulated the subscribers on the progress that had been made during the 
past year. To the Duchess of Cambridge special thanks were due for her 
unwearied exertions in originating and raising a large fund towards the com- 

etion of the building, from which the following portion had been erected 

uring the past pee pa a new kitchen, scullery and laundry, an 
infirmary ward with nurses’ room. and six additional rooms for pensioners. 
Four deaths had occurred during the past year, and the committee proposed 
to receive six additional pensioners, one to be elected by the representative of 
General Thorn, one by the Patriotic Fund Committee, and four by the general 
body of subscribers. The financial statement for the year ending March 31, 
1865, showed that the receipts, including a balance in hand of £187, amounted 
to £2908, and the expenditure to £2583, It further appeared that a sum of 
£1739 was invested in the New Three per Cents, in the names of the trustees, 
exclusive of £2116 Patriotic Fund in the same stock, £2900 in consols, £500 
Canada Bonds, and £1118 consols, produce of £1000 sterling from the Duchess 
of Cambridge.

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THE PRINCE OF WALES AT THE INTERNATIONAL 
REFORMATORY EXHIBITION. 


YesTsrpAy week the Prince of Wales opened the International 
Industrial Reformatory Exhibition at the Islington Agricultural Hall. 
This exhibition was got up by the Reformatory and Refuge Union, 
26, Suffolk-street, with a view to the encouragement of profitable 
labour in the reformatory schools and similar institutions for the 
educational amendment of young criminals, not only in Great Britain, 
but all over the world. The result was a t variety of contributions 
from industrial reformatories in England, Scotland, Ireland, Canada, 
Malta, Belgium, Spain, Portugal, Austria, Prussia, the Netherlands, 
Baden, Wirtemberg, Switzerland, Saxony, the United States, France, 
Italy, Egypt, Syria, and other countries. Under the galleries and 





round a sort of trophy in the midst of the hall were ranged workshops, 
in which were to be seen living specimens of the reformed and | 
industrious boys and girls, engaged in exactly the same occupations | 
which find them employment in those institutions. Rope mats, netting, 
brooms, brushes, paper bags, envelopes, firewood, baskets, pillow-lace, 
and needlework might be seen in process of manufacture, There were 
Tag-sorters, rag-cutters, chair-menders, sackmakers, shoeblacks, 
tailors, bootmakers, straw-workers, embroideres, knitters, and ironers, 
These busy juveniles would, under the old system of prison discipline, 
have been turning cranks ingeniously contrived to register their 
number of revolutions, and to do nothing else ; or grinding the air by 
means of a treadmill. The hall was beautifully decorated for the | 
occasion, the centre being — by the ingenious products of the 
Little Cripples’ Home and other institutions. The whole of the | 
foreign articles were on the right side of the hall, the English on the 
left. The various towns of England and Scotland were represented— 
Manchester, Liverpool, Newcastle, Ipswich, Bristol, Bath, Aberdeen, 
Glasgow, Cambridge, Doncaster, Perth, and other places, showing their 
products to the best advantage. 

The day was fine, and a large audience assembled. Shortly before 
four o'clock the orchestra of the hall was taken possession of by the 
children of the different refuges, male and female, of London. At a 
few minutes past four o’clock his Royal Highness arrived at the hall, 
and was received by the Lord Mayor, in his official costume, and the 
members of the committee. A procession was at once formed, and 
his Royal Highness was led to the dais upon which his chair was 
placed. Immediately on his arrival the children sang “ God Save the 
Queen,” after which the Earl of Shaftesbury read an address to his 
Royal Highness pointing out the operations of the reformatories | 
throughout Europe, as tending to elevate the condition of the poorer 
classes, and claiming the sympathy of his Royal Highness for the 
movement. 

The Prince of Wales replied as follows :—‘ Your Grace, your Ex- 
cellency, Ladies and Gentlemen,—I have gladly taken a part in the 
proceedings of this day, and have complied with your request that I 
should attend as the patron of this society with the greatest satisfac- 
tion. The benevolent purpose of this Exhibition cannot fail to be fol- 
lowed by the desired success, and claims the co-operation of every one 
who has the interest of the industrious poor at heart, and who desires | 
to forward the objects which the Reformatory and Refuge Union has | 
in view—namely, industrious and moral training. The committee do 
me justice in believing that I cordially sympathise in the welcome this | 
society offers to those representatives of foreign countries who have 
responded by their presence and contributions to the invitations they 
have received. In doing so they have borne testimony, in common wit 
ourselves, to the value of those industrial exhibitions in promoting the 
growth of those Christian and kind feelings towards each other which 
we ought to pray should animate the whole of the nations of the 
world.” 

A prayer was then offered up by the Lord Archbishop of Canter- | 
bury, after which his Royal Highness declared the Exhibition open, 
and passed through it.

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


A New Planet, the eighty-third of the series, was discovered 
on the evening of the 26th ult., by M. Annibal de Gasparis, of Naples, to 
whom we are indebted already for our knowledge ef seven of these bodies. 
We learn that the brilliancy of this planet is equal to that of a star of the 
5 magnitude ; and that it has received the name of Beatrice, in honour 
ol te. 


Throughout June Mercury (in Aries, Taurus, and Gemini) 
and Venus (in Aries and Taurus) will be morning stars; and Venus will be 
at her greatest brilliancy on the 13th.

Emma, married to I. Robert Ives, Esq., of Bentworth Hall, Hants; and the 
Hon. Julia “4 -~->» an only son, the Hon, Charles Henry Maynard, for- 
merly of the yal Horse Guards, who died on the 2nd of Janu last, 
having been twice married—first, in 1840, to Lady Frances Juliet Murray 
¢who died without issue, 1858), the younger ghter of James, Lord 
Glenlyon, and sister of George Augustus Frederick John, the sixth and late 
lamented Duke of Athole ; and, secondly, in 1860, to Blanche Adeliza, second 
daughter of Henry Fitzroy, Esq., of Salcey Lawn, Northamptonshire, and 
grand niece of G Henry, fourth Duke of Grafton, by whom he left 
issue two infant devabners, Frances Evelyn and Blanche. enry Viscount 
Maynard died on the 19th inst., at his seat, Easton Lodge, Essex, after an 
illness of several weeks’ duration. With the venerable Viscount the male 
line of the Maynards and all the family honours become extinct—events to 
be regretted, for the Maynards were as old, as honourable, and as constitutional 
a house as ~—y in the realm. They came from Normandy with the 
Conqueror, their name appearing on the Roll of Battle Abbey, and we find 
them constantly in English history standing boldly forward to maintain the just 
privileges of the Crown and the liberties of the people, Sir HenryMaynard, Knt., 
the first who settled in Essex, was y to Lord Treasurer Burleigh. His 
second son, Charles, was Auditor of the Exchequer tempore Charles Il., and 
was the immediate ancestor of the Peer just dead. Sir William Maynard, 
the eldest brother of Mr. Auditor Charles Maynard, was knighted in 
1608, and made a Baronet in 1611, aynard in the Peerage of 
Ireland in 1620, by James I., and Lord Maynard in that of England in 1628, 
by Charles I. His son William, in 1639, became second Lord Maynard, 
and was Comptroller of the Household to Charles Il. and James II. 
The second Lord's last grandson, Charles, sixth Lord Maynard, was 
created Baron and Viscount Maynard in October, 1766, with remainder 
to the male heir of the Auditor es, younger brother of the first Peer. 
These new limitations have, however, availed but little; for the Viscount 
died, unmarried, in 1775, and was succeeded by his kinsman Sir Charles 
Maynard, the second Viscount, who, dying childless, was pee his 
nephew Henry, the Peer who has just passed away, no son of his su ing. 
One branch of this family of Maynard was that of Sir John Maynard of 
Gunnersbury, Middlesex, King’s Ancient Serjeant, a celebrated constitutional 
lawyer, who was Commissioner of the Great Seal of England at the Revolution. 
His descendants are also extinct in the male line. 


SIR THOMAS STAPLES, BART. 

Sir Thomas Staples, Q.C., LL.D., seventh Baronet, of Dunmore, Queen's 
County, who died on the l4th inst., at his town 
house, 11, Merrion-equare Bast, Dublin, was the 
eldest son of the Right Hon. John les, P.C., 
M.P. for Antrim, by his second wife, Henrietta, 
daughter of Ric , third Viscount Molesworth, 
and was great-grandson of Sir Robert Staples, the 
second Baronet. He was born July 31, 1775, and 
was educated at Trinity College, Dublin, where 
he obtained several honours. He was called to the 
Irish Bar in Hilary Term sixty-five years ago, and 
went with distinguished suocess the North-East 
Circuit. Sir Thomas Staples was, perhaps, the 
ultimate link which connected the present genera- 
tion with the past—the Ireland of to-day with the 
Ireland of anti-Union times. Sir Thomas was the 
last surviving member of the Irish Parliament, in 
which assembly he represented first the borough of 
Coleraine, and subsequently Knocktopher, in the 
county of Kilkenny. He was one of those who 
voted against the Union. He was an able lawyer, 

an accomplished scholar, and a courteous gentleman, and was universally 
esteemed. He was what is professionally termed the “father” of the 
Irish Bar, and he was, in fact, —— with filial reverence by all the 
members of his learned calling. © was a Queen's Counsel and Queen's 
Advocate in Ireland.

Archeology of the Month. 


Tr is curious to note in how many instances it has taken scores of 
years from their first suggestion to effect improvements in our metro- 
lis. The removal of Middle-row, Holborn, is a noteworthy example. 
t is paeky considered as an obnoxious obstruction of a compa- 
ratively recent date, but it is in reality not so. Howell in his “ Pur- 
lestration of London,” 1657, p. 344, observes :—“ Southward of Gray’s- 
inn-lane there is a row of small houses, which is a mighty hindrance 
to Holborn in point of prospect, which, if they were taken down, 
there would be from Holborn Conduit to St. Giles’-in-the-Fields one 
of the fairest rising streets in the world.” Through two long cen- 
turies have these obstructive buildings been condemned, but only 
within a few weeks has their removal been decided on—a measure 
which we owe to the Metropolitan Board of Works. ‘The rare old row 
is shown in Faithorne’s Ichnographical Delineation of London in the 
reign of Charles I., a facsimile of which, engraved on copper, bas 
lately been executed, 

This is the season for the appearance of the annual reports on the 
administration of our public museums, prior to the voting of Parlia- 
mentary grants. To the South Kensington Museum a number of 
valuable additions have been made, especially to the art-collections. 

The principal purchases of the year have been a Spanish “retable,” or 
altarpiece, a work of great size and importance, of the date of the first half 
of the fifteenth century, originally in a church at Valencia, now destroyed ; a 
casket in coloured enamel, the work of Jean Limousin ; a missal-case in gold, 
ornamented with translucent enamel, said to have been formerly the property 
of Henrietta Maria, consort of Charles I. ; a candlestick of Henry Il. ; aSyon 
cope, a remarkable example of early English needlework ; and a collection of 
objects illustrative of Spanish work in the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. 
Among the gifts of the year should be mentioned a collection of articles, such 
as watches, needlework, wearing apparel, &c., illustrative of the manners and 
tastes of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, presented by the Rev. R. 
Brooke. 

The approaching loan exhibitions of miniatures and of stained 
glass and English mosaics are likely to prove very attractive. The 
residents at a distance from South Kensington will be glad to hear 
that the inner circle of metropolitan railways is expected to have 
a station within 200 yards of the museum. 

At the Archwological Institute meeting, on the 5th inst., the pro- 
ceedings were unusually varied and interesting. A paper was read 
by Mr. Calvert, “ On the Site and Remains of Cebrene, in the Troad,” 
in which the author identified the city, a strong and ancient place, 
according to Xenophon, with the extensive remains on the hill ef 
Tchali Dagh, or the Bush Mountain, near the village of Turkmanli, 
south of the Scamander. The Rev. Mr. Greenwell gave an elaborate 
memoir of the opening and examination of numerous grave-hills, 
made during the year 1864, in the North Riding of Yorkshire, a 
district peculiarly rich in remains of the early races who inhabited 
the island. Mr. Greenwell is of opinion that some of the grave-hills 
disclose evidence of cannibalism ; but this point was much discussed 
and strongly opposed by several members. An object suggestive of 
more ble association was next exhibited, this being the 

lass Murano bowl from Dr. Williams's library, Redcroes-strect, 
Xipplegate, and which, by tradition, is said to be the veesel 
in which Queen Elizabeth was baptized. The bowl, which 
is of the period, and finely gilt, may have formed a Royal 
gift; but the opinion of the meeting was averse to its being 
considered the christening bowl. Canon Rock suggested that it is 
the basin in which the sponsors, after the ceremony, washed their 
hands, according to custom, which required them, before taking the 
child, to cleanse themselves of the baptismal water, which always 
contains two oils. Mr. Octavius Morgan, M.P., exhibited a beautifully 
painted miniature in oil of King Charles If. by Sir Peter Lely; 
another, on card, of King James IJ.; and one, the only portrait 
known, of Alice, Lady Lisle, who was beheaded in 1685. Mr, Morgan 
also exhibited a miniature portrait, in wax, of Seifried Pfinzing von 
Henfenfeld, 1596 ; two chamberlain keys, seventeenth century ; anda 
Nuremberg official master-key, with sliding bow, seventh century. 
Mr. Bernhard Smith, a martel, or horseman’s hammer, of the seventeenth 
century ; and an officer's poleaxe, temp. Elizabeth. Mrs. Short, a small 
silver watch, by E. Gilpin, temp. Charles I.; Mr. Glover, a curious 
glazed hexagon dish of the seventeenth century, suggested to have 
been used for the washing of mundatories ; Mr. Wow. King, three 
monumental brasses, one a curious palimpsest ; Mr. W. W. E. Wynne, 
M.P., a small bronze hammer, found near Oswestry; Sir Thomas 
Winnington, M.A., a painting in oil, on alabaster, of the Ascension, 
probably after Bronzoni; the Hon. Wilbraham Egerton, M.P., a 
silver horn for the head, from the Druse country of the Lebanon, and 
other objects; and his Excellency the Italian Minister, a curious 
framed heraldic sketch. 

At a late meeting of the British Archwological Association, Lord 
Boston exhibited an intaglio in calcedony, a Gnostic amulet, with 
intaglio on each side of yellow jasper, and a minutely-carved cherry- 
stone of a head lying in a charger: it is of fine execution, and of th 
sixteenth century. Mr. Syer Cuming alluded to various cherry, plum, 
and peach stone earrings, forming rosaries, which were in the Duchess 
of Portland's Museum, &c., some of which are stated to have been 
executed by Benvenuto Cellini. Mr. Greenshields exhibited a Florentine 
poniard of the fifteenth century, the gilt hilt of which represents a 
gigantic crane standing on a human skull, across the foot of which 
is a broad ribbon, and on ene side an hourglass, on the other a bunch 
of hemlock, the three objects forming the cross-guard. It was con- 
tained in a richly silver-gilt sheath with Gorgon’s head, a serpent 
imbibing poison from a chalice, &c. The Rev. Mr. Simpson exhibited 
a horizontal quadrant dial, of brass, of the close of the seventeenth 
7 inscribed on the reverse face, “ Trin. Coll. Cant. Ex Dono 
Tho, ttergood, Arm.” It was purchased at a marine-store shop in 
the country and latel ted to the exhibition. Mr. Halliwell.
